By Sending Circular Letters over the 
State Accusing Half the Legisla- 


ture of Imoropir Attempt at 


Electing a U. S. Senator. 


After the election of Isaac Stephen- 


son to tho U. S. Senate, the newspa- 
pers stated that Chairman of tho re- 
publican state central 
committee, 


Liout. Gov. Connor had become dis- 
gusted with tho present political 
methods and would withdraw from 
public life. On the heels of this an- 
nouncement, Mr. Connor sends circu- 
lar letters broadcast throughout the 
state accusing tho Hatton-Esch fol- 
lowers of meeting In private confer- 
ence and using scheming methods to 
elect their candidate. 
lie utterly 


fails to control tho legislature as ex- 
pected and falling to do so ho at- 
tempts to work upon the people by 
an Insinuating circular. It Is well 
said, the republican party at Madison 
stands one hundred twcnty«one legis- 
lators on ono side and Connor, Nel- 
son and Goldsworthy on tho other 
and now In desperation when ho Is 
"out" with tho legislators, ho accuses 
men who havo fought the battles of 
reform of Improper methods. 


Of course all who read his letter 


will clearly sec that he has begun a 
campaign in his own behalf through 
their attacks hoping not to bo "out" 
with tho people. Tho following is the 
letter: 


Marshllelcl, Wls. 


' My Dear Sir:—I would like to have 
your views on the outcome of the sen- 
atorial situation. It is but natural 
after such a long, drawnout contest, 
that there should bo more or less 
newspaper talk and complaint from 
thoso who were disappointed with tho 
result, and especially by tho.so who 
had expected so much from the secret 
conference and who had hoped to win 
by their scheming instead of by votes 
cast in a fair, open caucus where all 
Republicans wore admitted. I did 
not believe that any such method 
should determine the result. The 
natural outcome of such a conference 
would be that tho candidate who was 
tho weakest with his following, arid 
who could not influence his votes to 
go to any other candidate, must be 
settled on if tho conference was go- 
ing to accomplish anything—especially 
If every vote that could bo Induced 
to attend the conference was needed, 
as well as a few more, to nominate 
tho man agreed upon. Our Statues 
provide for a party caucus to nomin- 
ate a candidate for senator, and they 
also specify that tho ballot must bo 
taken by open roll call. Surely there 
was no occasion to go outside of tho 
law and attempting to select a candi- 
date by other methods. Neither the 
law nor party welfare warrants a 
portion of tho members getting to- 
gether and excluding tho others In 
settling such an Important question 
to tho people of the State and the 
Republican party. 


The conference had scarcely ad- 


journed when many who had at- 
tended, and had honestly supported 
other candidates, began to realize the 
extent of the game which had boon 
played on them. After that there 
was novor a time when the candidate 
chosen In tho secret meeting had any 
chance of nomination. Many of the 
members who had been supporting 
other candidates declared that they 
would change their vote that night if 
it were necessary to do so In order to 
prevent tho nomination of any man 
chosen In such way. If In the Joint 
convention an attempt had been car- 
ried out to nominate by aid of Demo- 
cratic votes (as was talked of by 
managers of the secret conference) or 
to change the rules governing the 
caucus that had been agreed upon, 
there would^havc been such an up- 
rising of Indignant mombers that 
thoso who were seeking to profit by 
such methods could not withstand. 
It Is very easy for them now to rush 
Into print and toll how they might 
havo succeeded.

Origin of the Belief That Horseshoes 


Bring Good Luck,-- 


It Is painful to observe tho lack of 


horseshoe lore displayed by your cor- 
respondents, says n writer to the New 
York Sun. Not one of them lias men- 
tioned the origin of tho superstition, 
which lu Itself settles the fashion 
In 


which the horseshoe should bo hung— 
with ltn polmK down. 


The belief In the tullsmunlc luck 


of the horseuhoo Is originally an Arab 
superstition, nnd duk'B from tho tlmo 
of Uie second crusade. To this day 
one may see horseshoes displayed over 
tho doors of somo Arab houses—points 
down, of course—especially tho houses 
of the 
El-Kazln 
trlbo 
(sometimes 


wrongly referred to us tho Ifti'ulcks), 


Merhadu El-Kazln. tho llrst chief of 


the tribe, was originally an Arab metal 
worker and shoer of horses, during the 
second crusailo.

Alms at the Cigarette Habit.

success. \Vhlto plno trees grown from 
seed are ready for transplanting two 
years after sprouting. 
Ninety thou- 


sand of these tender sprlgn are ready 
tcr this purpose now, and they are bo- 
Ing set out on cut-over lands near 
Coalwood. 


A considerable quantity of need was 


planted last year. More will go Into 
tho ground this spring, Including CO 
pounds received a fow days ago from 
Denmark, and this process will be ro- 
pouted annually for an Indefinite time. 
Forty years. It Is estimated, are re- 
quired for n whlto pluo troo to attain 
such size, aa to make It profitable to 
market.

ASHINGTON. — Notwithstanding 
the superior Inducements which n 


naval career offers for a young physic- 
Ian over the uncertain and overworked 
lines of the average struggling general 
practitioner tho medical corps of the 
navy has not found It possible to se- 
cure enough naval surgeons to uiuct 
tho needs of the service. 


Admiral Hlxey, surgeon genor&l of 


tho navy, has adopted extraordinary 
measures to meet, tho case, oven going 
so far as to send circulars to many of 
the best medical colleges soliciting 
applications from the graduates for 
appointment as naval surgeons. And 
to make tho offor more tempting tho 
surgeon general has undertaken to 
give temporary appointments aa "net- 
Ing assistant surgeons" to the young 
men who will pass a satisfactory pre- 
liminary examination and como to 
Washington for Instruction. 


They will receive six months' spe- 


cial training at the naval medical 
school and hospital recently establish- 
ed here or at the Mare. Island naval 
hospital In the case of applicants from 
the Pacific coast. At the end of that 
course tho graduates will receive ap- 
pointments as assistant surgeons with 
an annual salary of $1,750, supple-
